The southern branch of the university Is 
Insistent on becoming a lour-ycar school, nnd 
■when it comes to atgwlng the piobnble costs 
and coiitlnfllng appropriations for ony such 
expansion of the Institution at Pocatollo. It's 
the same old story. And the resultant dog- 
Ilght always hos a direct. horse-tradlnR ef- 
fect on practically all other proposed legisla- 
tion. 

Now S, L. (Verne) Thorpe, a Republican 
member of the state senate from Jerome 
county, has come out with an attack on what 
he charges Is a serious waste of state money 
at Albion Normal school. 

He has criticized the state board of educa- 
tion for permitting the .school to remain open 
despite a cfductlon In enrollment to 10 girls 
and two men. Records from the office of 
state superintendent of public Inslnictlon 
were cited to .-ihow that as many as 425 stu- 
dents were enrolled prior to the war. 

With , lis present enrollment. Thorpe 
charges. Albion Normal's payroll cost per stu- 
dent each month amounts to more than SOO. 
other operating coat.i not taken Into consid- 
eration. 

Only as the result ot a protest by Alvln H, 
Reading, state budRct director, was a men's 
dormitory closed, Thorpe points out, and onu 
of the two male students now enrolled was 
living outside the dormitory. 

"Can you imagine a local school board per- 
mitting a full teaching staff to carry on 
school as usual, with only two students per 
teacher, heating large bulldlnRS and operat- 
ing a dormitory to house one person?" Thorpe 
Q5ked In demanding that the school be closed. 

Touchy as It may be. the nature of Mr. 
Thorpe's protest warrants calling It to public 
attention. 

As yet no one has offered a satisfactory re- 
ply, in spite of the statement by J. H. Ander- 
sen of Blackfoot. president of the state board 
of education, pointing out that he "believes" 
the board lacks authority to close any state 
school, 

We'll add our two-bits' worth by repeating 
an opinion we have expressed several times 
before. Even under normal conditions, taking 
Into consideration the state's total population 
and combined wealth, Idaho maintains a 
state school syXtcm that's way over Its. head. 

If Idaho Wodid combine Its educational In- 
stitutions Into one good university and one 
equally good normal school. It would result In 
greater efficiency, less expense, and the two 
combined schools would provide higher and 
broader standards of Instruction than does 
any of the units the state now operates. 

In this day and age. all the argument about 
traveling distances for Idaho students Is Just 
30 much sectional hogwash. The ■wholi; set-up 
^ hinges too heavily on politics.

"From E>*c. 7, IMl, the day upon 
which Pearl Unrhor was attacked, 
to June 30, 1043, 10,7S1 'Uncondi- 
tional Donations' amounting to 
iaiO,4(H.1B were received. Ten lhou.i- 
nnd 7fll donations do not represent 
the total number ot donors inas- 
much as the donAtlons ot approxi- 
mately 10.000 Individuals were 
sroU|>ed and treated as a single 
donation. For example, 7,000 ei 
ployes of an aeronautical corpoi 
tion sent In Individual checks i 
corded' as one donation. Checks 
and money ordcra some of which 
wcro made payable lo 'Uncle Bam, 
•My Counlrj-,' 'Bomber Fund,' 'Uni- 
ted States ot America' and 'Presi- 
dent ot the U. S." came trom Indi- 
vidual!, schools, tratcmal organiza- 
tions, labor orBanlzallons, groups of 
cliixens. and employu In various 
torporotlons. 

In many coses, employes donated 
one day's pay which woa matched 
by the .management. Tlw largest 
donation by an Individual amounted 
to 133,000, and the smallest was one 
cent. Besides checks, money orders, 
caih. war saving stamps and bonds, 
Ihcra were donations ot wedding 
. rings, gald watches, diamonds, old 
coins and medals, and other mis- 
cellaneous articles."
